GARDEN NOTES 



A friend of ours is getting roa|dy to 
sow seeds on March 1st. He is sup- 
porting a wide board over the heater 
in the collar and on this he is placing 
several twelve inch, square earthen seed 
pans tilled with a mixture of sand and 
finely sifted humus with drainage ma- 
terial in the bottom of the pans of 
course. 

The seeds will be sown and covered 
very lightly and a piece of cheese 
cloth will be laid over the surface. 

Will the seed succeed? It is' quite 
likely that they will germinate -nicely 
ns the conditions are just as jfcature 
would make thorn, although at first 
glance the location seems, rather un- 
usual. The first requirement is an 
even and a fairly steady heat, prefer- 
ably heat to draw the roots down, not 
top heat with the bottom of the seed 
bed cold. 

Remember wo are trying to duplicate 
conditions as they would be outdoors 
in summer — when the ground is'.thor- 
o-ug-hly warm. Seeds will not sprout 
in cold ground oven though the air is 
fairly warm. The soil must be warm. 

Why the humus nnd sand? Because 
wo want only moisture and drainage. 
Tho humus is ideal for retaining mois- 
ture as it will hold four times its own 
weight, and will therefore require 
moistening less often than soil that is 
of clay or ordinary garden loam. Tho 
sand will lighten up the mixture so 
that it will not become soggy. 

The cloth is merely to help to keep 
the fine spray of the sprinkler from 
washing the soil or seeds out of place — 
to spread the water evenly — and will 
be removed just as soon as the little 
seedlings push up a ridge in their row. 

Of course the little plants will be 
removed just as soon as they have 
made their true leaves, tho second pair, 
and will be re-planted in larger flat 
boxes or small earthen pots and brought 
to the warmth and light and be mois- 
tened regularly. 

Why not use the radiator to start 
the seeds? Because the radiator i9 not 
likely to be as warm as it might be at 
night and is too hot during the day, bt 
hot that it will evaporate all the mois- 
ture from the seed pan, flat or ]>ot. 
This would be fatal as the plants once 
dried out are killed. They must be 
kept moist. 

Let us start then our favorite an- 
nuals indoors and gain a month or si 
on the Beason. 

Time to select the varieties of Dah- 
lias and Gladioli that we want to grow 
this season as they should be ordered 
in time for delivery on June l9t for 
the Dahlias and May_ 1st for the 
Glads.
